I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  fourth 
annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
Borough. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Borough  occupies  an  enviable  situation,  lying  as  it  does 
between  the  New  Forest  on  the  North  and  the  sea  to  the  South.  On 
the  West  its  boundary  is  the  Walkford  Brook  which  separates  it 
from  the  Borough  of  Christchurch,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Ring- 
wood  and  Fordingbridge,  and  on  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  est¬ 
uary  of  the  Lymington  River  with  its  splendid  yachting  facilities. 
The  area  is  largely  agricultural  with  two  main  centres  of  population, 
the  ancient  town  of  Lymington  to  the  East  and  the  urban  area  of 
New  Milton  to  the  West.  Lesser  centres  of  population  are  at  Horale, 
Milford  and  Pennington.  The  area  has  a  steadily  rising  population, 
largely  by  immigration,  and  many  light  industries  have  been 
established  in  what  is,  after  all,  the  kind  of  place  where  people  like 
to  live.

LUNG  CANCER 

Twenty-one  deaths  occurred  from  lung  cancer,  a  reduction  of 
two  on  last  year’s  record  total,  but  still  an  unpleasantly  high  figure. 
138  persons  have  now  died  from  this  dreadful  disease  in  this  Bor 
ough  ip  the  past  ten  years,  51  in  the  first  five  year  period  and  87  in 
the  second  five  years. 

During  1961,  22,809  persons  died  from  lung  cancer  in  England 
and  Wales,  an  increase  of  817  on  the  previous  year,  thus  continuing 
the  rising  toll  of  death  from  a  disease  which  massive  evidence  sug¬ 
gests  is  largely  self  inflicted. 

The  recent  report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
Smoking  and  Health  ”,  after  reviewing  the  published  literature  by 
numerous  investigators  in  many  different  countries,  comes  clearly  to 
the  conclusion  that  cigarette  smoking  is  the  most  likely  cause  of  the 
world  wide  increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  that  it  is  an  im¬ 
portant  cause  of  chronic  bronchitis  and  that  it  is  a  factor  in  coron¬ 
ary  heart  disease  in  early  middle  age.  The  report  reinforces  the 
statement  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  in  1957  that  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  increase  in  lung  cancer  deaths  was  due  to  tobacco 
smoking,  especially  cigarettes. 
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In  the  face  of  authoritative  and  impartial  statements  of  this 
kind  it  would  seem  that  the  risk  of  cigarette  smoking  can  be 
ignored  only  by  those  who  are  so  addicted  to  the  habit  that  they  are 
entirely  indifferent  to  the  consequences,  or  who  have  a  commercial 
interest  in  the  sale  of  these  potentially  lethal  substances.  The  fact 
remains  that  cessation  of  the  habit  at  any  age,  no  matter  how  long 
or  how  heavily  the  subject  has  smoked,  will  materially  increase  his 
chances  of  survival.  The  confirmed  smoker  whose  attitude  is  one  of 
resignation  to  the  consequences  should  constantly  bear  this  in  mind. 

The  duty  of  Government  and  Local  Authorities  alike  is  to 
make  known  the  facts  about  the  relationship  of  cigarette  smoking 
to  ill  health  and  in  particular  to  discourage  the  young  from  acquir¬ 
ing  the  habit.  This  is  unlikely  to  be  fully  effective  unless  and  until 
they  receive  example  from  their  elders  and  mentors. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1348 
(Section  47) 

One  old  couple  was  considered  for  action  and  in  particular 
the  woman  was  a  suitable  subject  for  the  application  of  compulsory 
powers  of  removal.  It  proved  possible,  however,  in  the  end  to  per¬ 
suade  her  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily.  Under  treatment  her  health 
improved  so  markedly  that  she  was  eventually  discharged  to  an  old 
persons’  home. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  404  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise; 
44  houses  were  built  by  the  Council.  The  continuing  demand  for 
Council  accommodation  is  shown  by  the  waiting  list  of  466  which 
includes  106  applications  for  Old  People’s  accommodation.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952 

The  chief  commercial  use  of  the  river  is  by  the  British  Rail¬ 
ways  in  their  Ferry  Service  to  and  from  the  Isle  of  Wight;  one 
business  house  uses  the  river  for  conveying  their  merchandise  from 
the  Isle  of  Wight  to  Lymington.  Other  than  the  above  the  primary 
use  of  the  river  is  for  yachting  and  boat  building.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  the  large 
open  air  pool  in  Lymington  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  fully 
described  in  the  1959  report. 

The  bath  is  open  only  during  the  summer  season  and  is  filled 
with  water  from  the  Lymington  river  at  high  water.  It  is  topped  up 
from  the  same  source  as  necessary.  The  salinity  is  approximately 
50%  of  sea  water. 

No  filtration  takes  place  but  a  pump  now  circulates  the  water 
continuously  at  the  rate  of  3,600  gallons  per  hour  to  which  chlor¬ 
ine  is  added  at  the  rate  of  30  parts  per  million.  This  should  dis¬ 
tribute  the  chlorine  more  evenly  than  did  the  previous  method. 
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The  bath  was  kept  closely  under  observation  throughout  the 
last  season  and  the  water  regularly  tested  by  Tintometer  to  checK 
the  chlorine  con  lent.  Regular  samples  were  submitted  for  examina¬ 
tion  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  bacterial  count  re¬ 
mained  within  reasonable  levels  for  a  pool  of  this  nature.  R.Coii 
type  I  were  found  on  five  occasions  but  they  were  in  small  numbers 
and  did  not  indicate  gross  contamination.  The  health  of  the  users 
was  not  considered  to  be  endangered.

(4)  Tuberculosis  : 

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention,  and  after 
care  of  this  infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  County  Council.  The  clinic  serving  this  area  is  held 
in  the  County  Council  Health  Centre,  Millhams  Street,  Christchurch, 
and  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Stuart  Robertson,  who  is  also  Medical 
Director  of  the  Bournemouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit.  Dr.  Robertson 
holds  a  joint  appointment  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the 
County  Council.  A  specialist  Health  Visitor  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

A  joint  voluntary  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  is  run  for  the 
Borough  of  Lymington,  Christchurch,  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge.  The  Committee  is  under  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  Lady  Manners  and  is  widely  representative.  Much  de¬ 
voted  work  is  carried  out,  both  in  the  collection  of  money,  and  in 
service  to  local  sufferers.

School  Health  Services 

School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Minor  Ailment  and  Special  Clinics  are  held  in  the  County 
Council  Health  Centre,  Hillcroft,  New  Street,  Lymington. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

This  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  family  doctors  and  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres.  The  records  are  maintained  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Family  doctors  may,  and  normally  do,  charge  for 
certificates  of  vaccination. 

244  Primary  vaccinations  and  158  re-vaccinations  were  re¬ 
ported. 

There  has  been  a  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  babies 
vaccinated.  The  percentage,  50%,  compares  unfavourably  with  the 
County  average  of  56%,  which  is  however  again  a  substantial  reduc¬ 
tion  from  the  previous  year.  Both  these  figures  compare  favourably 
with  the  national  average  of  40%. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

This  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and,  at 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools,  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers.

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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

This  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  maintain¬ 
ed  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer.  Treatment  is  largely  carried  out  by  family  doctors,  but 
it  can  also  be  obtained  at  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  mass  vaccin¬ 
ation  at  factories,  business  premises  or  special  sessions  may  be 
carried  out  by  County  Medical  Staff. 

In  April  a  fourth  dose  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  became  avail¬ 
able  for  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve.  Special  ses¬ 
sions  were  held  at  schools  to  assist  with  the  large  numbers  who  were 
suddenly  eligible  for  this  additional  reinforcing  dose.  The  response 
was  reasonably  satisfactory.  In  October  fourth  doses  were  suspended 
owing  in  the  main  to  difficulties  in  the  supply  of  salk  vaccine  due 
to  the  impending  introduction  of  the  oral  vaccine.

Water  Supplies  : — 

LYMINGTON  TOWN’S  SUPPLY 

This  undertaking  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough 
Engineer.  There  is  no  change  in  the  source  of  supply,  the  necessary 
pumping  equipment  for  the  new  bore  has  been  installed  and  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  this  to  operate  automatically  according  to  the  de¬ 
mand  for  the  supply.  The  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  was 
146.824,000  galls,  a  decrease  of  4,603,000  gallons  on  the  previous  year, 
of  this  total  consumption  54,740,539  gallons  were  supplied  for  idus- 
trial  purposes. 

The  Sway  Tower  was  emptied,  cleaned  and  repainted  during 
the  year  and  a  programme  of  flushing  the  mains  was  started  and  is 
still  in  progress.  Complaints  of  rusty  deposits  in  the  water  were 
received  and  attempts  have  been  made  to  cleanse  the  distribution 
system. 

New  mains  laid  during  the  year  were  4"  pipes — 240  yards  and 
3"  pipes — 300  yards.  New  tappings  totalled  65.

Drainage  and  Sewerage: — 

Of  drainage  defects  found  during  the  year  and  outstanding 
from  1960,  33  were  remedied,  two  were  dealt  with  by  being  con¬ 
nected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

The  modernisation  of  Barton  Sewage  Works  is  now  in  pro¬ 
gress  and  this  will  be  completed  in  1963.  The  new  pumping  station  at 
Peters  Lane  was  completed  during  the  year  and  this  plant  is  in 
operation,  it  has  functioned  quite  satisfactorily  and  there  has  been 
no  further  pollution  of  the  stream  from  this  source. 

The  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  Lymington 
Town  has  proceeded.  Proposals  for  laying  a  new  gravity  sewer  from 
the  bottom  of  the  Lymington  High  Street  to  Pennington  Marshes, 
together  with  certain  ancillary  works  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  and  it  is  hoped  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  this 
sewer  next  year.  Survey  work  is  in  progress  in  connection  with  the 
drainage  of  New  Milton  North  and  the  replacement  of  Ashley  Pump¬ 
ing  Station. 

Public  Cleansing: — 

Public  cleansing  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  on  the  Council’s  Hordle  tip  was  discon¬ 
tinued  as  this  site  is  now  full.  It  is  proposed  to  acquire  a  site  on 
Pennington  Marshes  for  tipping  and  reclamation,  in  the  meantime 
temporary  arrangements  have  been  made  to  tip  at  the  Mount  Pleas¬ 
ant  gravel  pits.  The  collection  of  salvage  material  has  been  under 
consideration  and  it  is  expected  that  the  collection  of  clean  waste 
paper  will  be  re-instituted  and  it  is  also  proposed  to  salvage  metal 
and  rags. 

House  refuse  throughout  the  Borough  is  collected  once  weekly 
and  there  are  two  collections  weekly  in  the  main  shopping  areas.

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M3LK  AND  DAIRIES  ACT  AND  REGULATIONS 


In  1961  there  were  5  registered  dairies  and  62  registered  dis- 
tribu.ors  of  milk  in  the  Borough.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
three  pasteurising  establishments,  one  other  having  ceased  opera¬ 
tions  in  April  1961.  Two  of  these  establishments  pasteurise  under  the 
Holder  Process  and  the  other  has  a  H.T.S.T.  plant.  In  the  former 
cases  the  milk  is  retained  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  145°F 
and  not  more  than  150°F  for  at  least  30  minutes  and  in  the  latter 
the  milk  is  retained  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  161°F  for  at 
least  15  seconds,  in  both  methods  the  milk  is  required  to  be  immed¬ 
iately  cooled  to  below  50°F. 

Powers  of  licensing  have  been  delegated  to  this  authority  by 
the  County  Council  and  the  plants  and  premises  are  subject  to  in¬ 
spection  by  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Samples  of 
oasteurised  milk  are  taken  at  least  once  monthly  from  each  pasteur¬ 
ising  establishment;  the  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Bo-s  combe,  and  the  results  are  reported  to  the  Milk  Divis¬ 
ion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Samples  of 
Raw  Milk  are  also  taken  and  laboratory  examinations  of  washed 
bottles  are  carried  out  periodically.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  milk  samples  satisfied  the 
Phosphatase  Test  indicating  that  the  heat  treatment  at  the  pasteuris¬ 
ing  establishments  was  carried  out  in  a  proper  manner.  I  think  the 
standard  can  be  considered  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some 
3.700  gallons  of  milk  is  pasteurised  every  day  in  the  Borough. 

The  Methylene  Blue  failures  resulted  from  samples  taken  at 
three  of  the  dairies  and  included  samples  of  milk  taken  direct  from 
the  farms  supplying  these  dairies.  The  Divisional  Milk  Officer  was 
informed  of  the  failures,  and  in  particular  of  those  farms  where  the 
milk  had  failed  the  test  so  that  investigations  could  be  made  as  to 
the  methods  of  production. 

Eight  samples  of  washed  milk  bottles  were  taken  and  in  all 
cases  the  reports  were  satisfactory,  in  two  instances  the  colony  count 
was  nil. 

Two  complaints  were  received  about  dirty  milk  bottles  and 
necessary  action  taken. 

Whilst  it  is  the  responsibility  of  dairymen  to  see  that  the  milk 
bottles  are  properly  cleaned,  it  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  an  oc¬ 
casional  bottle  does  get  passed  through  without  being  adequately 
cleansed  in  view  of  the  condition  in  which  some  bottles  are  returned 
to  the  dairy.  Cement  in  bottles  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence,  pre¬ 
sumably  these  have  been  on  building  sites  and  very  many  bottles  are 
returned  with  congealed  sour  milk  on  the  sides.  All  this  makes  clean¬ 
ing  unnecessarily  more  difficult  and  it  does  seem  that  swilling  the 
bottle  out  with  cold  water  after  use  is  a  simple  operation  which 
reasonable  people  should  be  quite  willing  to  do. 

From  information  received  from  the  Divisional  Executive 
Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  there  are  46 
milk  producers  in  the  Borough,  all  of  which  hold  Tuberculin  Tested 
licences.  There  are  no  non-designated  producers. 
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MEAT,  SLAUGHTERHOUSES,  FOOD  STORES,  etc. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  this  is 
sited  in  Sky  End  Lane,  Hordle.  Considerable  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  at  these  premises  during  the  year,  including  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  a  cooling  room,  condemned  meat  store  and  proper  covered 
lairage  for  cattle,  pigs,  etc.  The  arrangements  here  now  are  much 
more  satisfactory  and  facilities  for  meat  inspection  improved  con¬ 
siderably.

FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Report  of  the  Chief  Sampling  Officer  (Mr.  J.  S.  Preston)  relating  to 
the  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  fallen  in  Lymingion  Borough  during 

the  year  1961/62. 

1.  I  beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1962,  278  samples  were  procured  within  the  Lymington  Borough. 

2.  Milk  Samples 

Milk  samples  totalled  243,  72  of  these  being  of  Channel  Is¬ 
lands.  Twelve  samples  of  the  latter  variety  were  unsatisfactory  due 
to  deficiencies  of  fat  but,  except  in  one  case,  the  sample  was  from  a 
single  churn  forming  part  of  a  larger  consignment,  the  average  fat 
content  of  which  was  of  the  required  standard  for  Channel  Islands 
milk.  In  the  circumstances  legal  action  was  not  called  for  but  the 
results  were  made  known  to  the  producers  and,  and  in  some  cases, 
“  appeal-to-cow  ”  samples  were  obtained  in  order  to  confirm  that 
the  deficiences  were  due  to  natural  causes.  The  practical  need  for 
more  uniform  distribution  of  the  fat  was  made  known  to  the  persons 
concerned.  The  remaining  sample  of  Channel  Islands  milk  which 
proved  to  be  deficient  of  fat  was  from  a  bottle  sold  by  a  producer/ 
retailer  and,  in  this  case,  a  caution  was  issued,  as  the  discrepancy 
was  not  considered  serious  enough  to  warrant  legal  proceedings. 
OLher  samples  from  the  same  vendor  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Of  the  samples  of  ordinary  milk,  7  were  unsatisfactory,  again 
due  to  fat  deficiences,  but  in  one  case  also  a  small  amount  of  added 
water  was  found,  this  however  being  not  more  than  one  per  cent. 
In  these  cases  also  the  samples  were  each  from  separate  churns 
included  in  a  larger  consignment,  and  checks  of  the  milk  in  the 
other  churns  showed  the  average  fat  to  be  up  to  the  required  limit. 
Consequently,  no  offences  were  involved  in  this  respect.  The  slight 
added  water  referred  to  appeared  to  have  been  caused  by  the  care¬ 
less  use  of  an  “  in-churn  ”  cooler.  In  view  of  the  small  amount  of 
adulteration,  the  producer  was  warned. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Samples 

35  samples  of  various  articles  other  than  milk  were  taken  and 
were  satisfactory  with  three  exceptions.  These  affected  pork  saus¬ 
ages  and  chicken  patties  which  were  deficient  in  meat,  and  cream 
crisps  in  which  the  cream  filling  contained  a  proportion  of  sugar 
and,  therefore,  rather  technically,,  rendered  the  description  “  cream  ” 
incorrect.  None  of  these  discrepancies  warranted  legal  proceedings, 
but  appropriate  representations  were  made  to  the  vendors. 

4.  General 

Attention  was  again  given  to  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  as  regards 
their  application  to  the  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs  and  the  var¬ 
ious  other  particulars  which  are  required  to  be  provided.  It  should 
also  be  pointed  out  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  articles  sold 
in  the  Borough,  particularly  those  which  are  pre-packed,  are  also 
subject  to  checks  in  other  areas.

Five  complaints  regarding  alleged  food  contamination  were 

received,  they  were  : — 

1.  Sausage  roll  affected  with  mould  —  Confirmed  and  letter  of 
warning  sent  to  retailer. 

2.  Bar  of  chocolate  containing  dead  maggot.  Examined  by  an 
Entomologist  and  chocolate  found  to  have  been  attacked  by  the 
larvae  of  the  Ephestra  moth,  the  life  cycle  of  this  insect  being  12 
weeks.  It  was  found  that  the  chocolate  was  old  stock  almost  12 
months  old  and  therefore  the  infestation  occurred  after  leaving 
the  manufacturers.  The  remaining  stock  of  this  commodity  was 
destroyed. 

3.  Unsound  potatoes — 1  cwt.  sack,  majority  out  of  condition.  Re¬ 
tailer  re-imbursed  complainant. 

4.  Glass  in  filling  of  a  scone — Scone  purchased  by  complainant  and 
found  to  contain  a  piece  of  glass.  Investigations  revealed  that  a 
pyrex  dish  had  evidently  been  broken  near  to  a  bowl  containing 
the  filling  and  all  the  broken  pieces  had  not  been  recovered. 
Strong  warning  letter  sent  to  the  Manager  of  the  business  con¬ 
cerned. 

5.  Nail  in  butter — \  lb.  package  of  butter  purchased  by  complainant 
and  found  to  contain  a  nail.  Butter  purchased  by  retailer  already 
wrapped  in  \  lb.  packages.  Manufacturers  written,  their  observa¬ 
tions  considered  and  no  further  action  taken. 
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No  Ice  Cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough.  74  samples 
of  Ice  Cream  and  29  Lollies  supplied  by  7  manufacturers  were  taken 
and  the  results  were  as  follows  : —

The  Grade  4  Ice  Cream  sample  was  of  loose  Ice  Cream  and  it 
was  considered  that  the  scoops  were  not  properly  sterilised.  The  re¬ 
mainder  of  this  particular  consignment  was  withdrawn  from  sale  and 
a  proper  sterilising  agent  for  the  scoops  was  brought  into  use. 

Regarding  the  three  unsatisfactory  Lolly  samples  in  all  cases 
Faecal  Coli  was  present  in  10  and  1  ml.  amounts  and  in  two  in¬ 
stances  also  present  in  .1  ml.  In  all  three  cases  the  remainder  of  the 
consignments  were  withdrawn  from  sale.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 


The  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  throughout  the 

year. 


This,  being  a  measles  year,  produced  the  usual  high  incidence 
of  the  disease  but  otherwise  the  number  of  nolifiable  infections 
was  low. 

The  estimated  population  increased  by  1,560  to  28,040.  (The 
preliminary  1961  census  figure  was  however  28,642).  Since  deaths 
exceeded  births  by  105  it  is  evident  that  a  very  large  influx  into  the 
borough  is  taking  place. 

The  birch  rate  fell  and  is  far  below  the  national  figure,  an 
indication  of  our  rather  elderly  population. 

The  death  rate  fell  slightly  but  remains  high  in  relation  to  the 
national  figure,  a  further  indication  of  the  high  proportion  of  elderly 
in  the  community. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  Barton  Sewage  Works  and  the 
plans  for  the  relief  sewer  to  Pennington  Marshes  are  now  with  the 
Ministry. 

The  sewarage  system  in  Lymington  Town  is  old  and  over¬ 
loaded  and  work  to  relieve  the  situation  is  urgently  necessary. 

In  conclusion  I  would  again  thank  the  Mayor  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest  and  encouragement,  colleagues  in 
other  departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and  in  particular 
Mr.  Raw  and  the  Additional  Inspectors  for  their  loyal  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.
